MORE TARIFF 


NO SPEECHES. 


Republican Senators Say They Do Not 
Propose to Allow Them Made. 


Washington, August °20.—The republicans 
this morning gave the senate an evidence 
of their intention that they do not propose 
to permit the democrats at this late day to 
make a lot of campaign speeches on” the 
tariff bill. 

The routine business of the senate was 
soon. ended and Mr. Lindsay was about 
to take the floor, when Mr. Quay made 
the point of no quorum. After a long search 
for senators, a quorum was found, and the 
senate went into executive session. Whis 
was done, andthe senate adjourned to meet 
Wednesday. 

Messrs. Aldrich and Chandler, in discuss- 
ing this matter after the senate had ad- 
journed said that they had learned that 
there was at least a half dozen democrats 
who had prepared elaborate speeches, which 
it was the intention to have circulated by 
the democratic campaign committee in the 
congressional campaigns. These speeches 
had been prepared without notice to the 
republicans so that they might réply; and, 
inasmuch as the democ rats had been given 
every opportunity to speak during the long 
debate and had declined, the republicans, 
would not now, if they could prevent it, 
permit the democrats to go into the matter 
and reopen the whole tariff debate, present- 
ing the situation as they view it in the 
light of recent eventr. Both Messrs. Chan- 
dler and Aldrich declared that the repub- 
licans would not permit these speeches to 
be made nor to get into The Record under 
leaves to print. 

There was, they said, no quorum in the 
city and as the senate had declared that 
it was impracticable to have any more 
contested legislation at this session, the re- 
publicans were also unwilling that there 
should be any speeches for the purpose of 
explaining how it all came about and what 
it meant. The indications are that the sen- 
ate will simply drift, pending the arrival 
of the tariff bill, with whatever action the 
president may see Tit to make. Any attempt 
to take up the free trade bills will prove 
futile, and any effort on the part of any 
democratic senator to take the floor to 
make a Speech will be the signal for the 
point of no quorum to be made. It is the 
present intention of the minority to prevent 
any action looking to the correction of any 
mistakes that may be found in the tariff 
bill, and if their policy is carried out, the 
tariff bill as it stands will be put on trial 
so to remain until the next session of con- 
gress. 


ANOTHER CAISSON EXPLOSION 


Similar to the One Ww Thich Took Place 
Last Month. 

Chicago, August 20.—An explosion similar 
in some respects to that on the Grand 
boulevard in July, but resulting in no loss 
of life, occurred during the military ma- 
neuvers at Evanston. One of the shrapnel 
caissons, belonging to Captain Grimes’s 
Battery A, Second artillery, exploded with 
great force, throwing the three cannoneers 
into the air and shattering the covers over 
the chests of the caisson into splinters 
After the explosion fire started in the lum- 
ber wagon and the dry prairie grass. Driven 
by the wind, the flames moved toward the 
crowd on foot and on the gratd stand. 
Members from the guard mount prevented 
the spectators from closing in around the 
wreck and the flames were soon extinguish 
ed. No definite cause could be given for 
the accident, but it is thought that a sud- 
den jar when the wheels of the caisson 
ran into axdeep rut caused the shrapnel to 
be discharged. The caisson contained ten 
shrapnel and it is considered a wondey 
that only one of them was discharged. 


Christopher Released. 

Baltimore, August 20.—Christopier Co- 
lumbus Jones and Marshal Mckee were 
released from the house of correction today 
through Governor Brown’s pardon, These 
men were in charge of “‘General’’ Coxey’s 
forces at Hyattsville when the raid was 
made by the Baltimore police, and were 
with others sentenced to three months for 
vagrancy. Jones and McKee intended to 
fight the government in the courts, but 
accepted their unconditional pardons today 
and left for Hyattsville to wind up Coxey’s 
camp. The remaining Coxeyites will be 
pardoned and sent out of the state in a day 
or two. 


The Places Filled. 


Washington, August 20.—The three vacan- 
cies in the grades of assistant paymasier 
in the navy were filled this morning by 
appointments, which the president signed 
at Gray Gables on Saturday. The fortu- 
nate young men are Morton Ramsay, son 
of Admiral Ramsay, at present acting sec- 
retary of the navy; Guy Rodgers, son of Cap- 
tain Alexander Rodgers, of the army, and 
grandsun of the late Admiral Rodgers, 
and Joe Johnston Cheatham, of Tennessee. 

Dynamite on the Track. 

Villa Rica, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Some miscreant nlaced a dynamite torpedo 
on the track of the Georgia Pacific near the 
Gate City ginnery and exploded it Saturday 
night, just before the west- bound passenger 
train came along. It tore one crosstie all 
to splinters. It has only been a few days 
ago since rocks were thrown into the same 
train. An agent of the road came out and 
loeated the guilty parties, but no arrests 
have been made. 


New York Populists. 


New York, August 20.—The populists of 
the city of New York have determined to 
nominate their own city and county ticket 
and have asked organig.d labor to enter the 
field of politics and unite forces under their 
standard. The populists of the state will 
alo hold a convention and put a state ticket 
jiu the field, The state convention has been 
called to meet in Saratoga, September lith.

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DEBS ON THE STAND. 


He Makes @ Statement Before the Na- 
tional Strike Commission. 


DECLARES THAT HE OPPOSED QUITTING 


Co-operation and National Owner- 
ship of Railroads Favored. 


PULLMAN WOULD NOT ARBITRATE 


W hen the Strike Leader Asked for an Ar- 
bitration the Officials of the Company 
Retused Even to Talk of It. 


Chicago, August 20.—President Eugene 
V. Debs, of the American Railway Union, 
occupied the stand for nearly four hours to- 
day before the national] strike commission. 
H.. advocated a_ co-operative common- 
wealth, the abolition of the wage system 
and the government ownership of railroads. 
He told his side of the strike as a connected 
narrative which was frequently interrupted 
by applause from the laboring element pres- 
ent. 

T. H. Morrisey, first vice grand master of 
the Order of Railway Trainmen, and Grand 
Chief Clark, of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, also testified. 

Mr. Debs was the first to take the stand, 
at the opening of the day’s session, He said 
in answer to a question that he was thir- 
ty-eight years old, and in addition to being 
at the head of the American Railway Un- 
ion was editor of the Locomotive Fireman's 
Magazine. He testified that from th» begin- 
ning he was opposed to a strike, and so 
told Vice President Howard. He then con- 
tinued: 

“T twice went to George M. Pullman and 
to the town -of Pullman to thoroughly Iib- 
vestigate the conditions existing at the car- 
shops. I found the employes were not only 
not getting wages enough to liv:, but were 
daily getting deeper into the debt of the 
Pullman company. No matter how offen- 
sive the- conditions were thers, the men 
were obliged to submit to them. When I 
found out all these things, I immediately 
determined that the American Railway Un- 
ion should go to the assistance of these un- 
fortunate people. We believed that any fair 
board of arbitration would have decided in 
favor of the employes, and all we asked was 
arbitration. This the Pullman company 
arbitrarily refused. Not only this, but when 
we asked them to examine into the question 
to see whether or not then» was anything to 
arbitrate, they also refused this. 

“Very much has been said about an alleg- 
ed conspiracy against the railroads and 
against hauling the mails. I want to call 
th. attention of this commission to the fact 
that every meeting of the Argerican Rail- 
way Union was held with open doors, and 


lowed to be present. If there had been any 
conspiracy contemplated we certainly 
would havi. been more secret about it.’’ 

He Would Not Arbitrate. 

Mr. Debs then told of the several failures 
of the American Railway Union to secure 
arbitration from the Pullman company and 
the subsequent inauguration of the strike. 

‘Not only did the employes of the various 
roads strike, because of the injustice being 
done to the Pullman employes, but be- 
cause the various roads iad gr.evances 
of their own, which I shall proceed in time 
to show. We used our influence to pre- 
vent strikes during the world’s juxzir, as 
we did not believe it just to the puttic to 
inaugurated a strike at such a time. It 
was all that could be done by the leaders 
of the labor unions to prevent a strike. 
In view of the men working throughcut 


the roads promised an incrsise cf wages 
after the fair was over. Instead of dong 
this, they began immeliats:y efier the 
fair closed to begin a systematic deduction 
of wages throughout the cvuntry. No two 
companies reduced wages at the sane t'me. 
This, to me, was a very signilicant act.cn. 
It showed me that there was a concert of 
action among the various roads and that 
they did not wish to arouse Lie allagouirin 
of too many railroad employes at the tame 
time.’’ 
One Evidence of Conspiracy. 


President Debs said, moreover, no rail- 
road reduced the wages of allits menat the 
same time, but reduced tiem bv seuticns. 
He declared the American mauuway Unicn 
viewed these reductions with the greatest 
apprehension. The organization feit that 
they had come to a time to nct. He ccn- 
cluded: 

“When the American Kailway Unicrn met 
in convention in Chicago on June @icr, I 
was confronted by these conaditions as well 
as the state of affairs at rulliman.”’ 

“Was this convention called to consider 
the reduction of wages or the Fulimen 
matter?’ asked Commissioner Wright. 

‘The convention was called for no special 
purpose. It was the reguiar quudrennial 
convention, provided for »Yy the constitu- 
tion.”’ 

The witness then enumerared the fail- 
ures of the old labor organizations tc gein 
redress. for the grievances of the em- 
ployes and asserted they felt their only 
hope lay in the American Railway «l’:.ioa, 
to which they finally turned for heip. 

When asked what the outcome cf the 
convention which declared the beycott 
against Pullman cars would have been had 
it riot been for the grievaaces of Fullinan 
employes, Debs said there woul’ have been 
no strike but for the Pullman trouble, as 
the American Railway, Jnion, owing to the 
depressed condition of he country, dvemed 
it an inauspicious time to strike. 

“Tt would like to state,"”” said Mr. Debs, 
that the railroad comyalies have never 
raised wages of their own uccor’, Ivery 
increase in wages has been wrung from 
them by organized labor, 


Willing to Be Responsible. 


“T had no voice in ordering this strike 
myself,’’ said the witness. ‘“‘But if I had had 
a voice in it, I would have ordered it. I 
have no desire to shirk any responsibility. 
My record: will show also that I have al- 
ways counseled against violence., The tele- 
gram attributed to me which read: ‘Save 
your money and buy a gun,’ though sent 
over my signature, I never saw. It was 
sent by our stenographer to his superior ih 
Montana and was not intended to be liter- 
ally understood. It was merely a playful 
expression, current in Montana.” 

The witness claimed that the men would 
have won the strike had not the courts in- 
terfered. * 

“It was not the soldiers,” he safd, “or 
the old labor organizations, but the federal 
courts that kept us from winning. By the 
arrest of the leaders the ranks of the strik- 
era were demoralized.”’ 

he charged General Miles with being 
in league with the railroad managérs to 
suppress the strike, and related instances 
where, as he alleged, men were made to 
work at.the point of the bayonet. The re- 
fusal of the general managers to accept the 
American Railway Union's proposition to 
end the strike was then recited. Mr. Debs 
denied that the American Railway Union 
had any antipathy for the old organizations.

Government Ownership. 


Debs said he did not. think the general 
managers were always to be blamed in re- 
ducing wages because their orders came 
from a higher source, He believed the 
American Railway Union could never have 
been crushed and the spirit of organiza- 
tion among laboring mén would always be 
strong. He predicted that more serious 
troubles would occur than ever before. 

‘“‘Now,’’ continued Devs, “‘you have asked 
me how I would avert railroad strikes. 17 
believe the government ownership of rail- 
roads would be far better than the ,sail- 
road ownership of the government. I do 
not believe any lasting good can come from 
arbitration and I do not think govern: 
ment supervision of railroads would answer 
the purpose, In such a case as that o: 
the Pullman company I believe compulsory 
arbitration would bé of benefit. A state 
court might be of some good for ordinary 
labor troubles. Il would in such a case 
have a trial of the differences by jury. I 
am in favor of some system, however, that 
will result in mutual good feeling and 
neither strikes nor compulsory arbitration 
can result in anything but ill-feeling. I 
am in-favor of licensing railroad employes.”’ 

Mr. Debs was cross-examined by Commis- 
sioner Kernan, who sought to bring out the 
point that a state board of arbitration 
would be of benefit in adjusting labor trou- 
bles. 

Mr. Debs admitted that it would be of 
temporary benefit, but advocated, above all 
things, the government ownership of rail- 
roads, notwithstanding that Mr. Kernar 
pointed out that such a state of affairs 
would be impracticable, 

“I believe in abolishing the wage system. 
I believe in the co-operation of wealth.’’ 

“In other words, yon believe in stat 
socialism,’ said Mr. Wrigm. 

“Well, yes, in the: essential points ot 
state socialism. The wage sysiem is noth- 
ing more than slavery.”

Pullman Was Not There. 

George M. Pullman had been asked to 
appear before the labor committee to give 
testimony as to the difficulty between him- 
self and his employes. It was said today 
that Mr. Wright had a personal interview 
on Saturday with Mr. Pullman, and inform- 
ed him that he would be requested to testt- 
fy. Whether Pullman had acceded to or 
declined to comply with the request and 
what course the committee would pursue 
in the event of Pullman proving contumaci- 
ous would all appear in proper time in the 
proceedings of the committee, Mr. Wright 
said. 

It was said that several of the general] 
managers had also been summoned. 

Altgeld Visits the Poor People. 


Governor Altgeld, in his official capacity, 
came from the state capital today to per- 
sonally investigate the condition of 1,600 
ex-employes of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company, their wives and children. Chair- 
man Heathcote, of the strike committee, 
and his colleagues, had written a letter to 
the governor telling him that the former 
employes of the company who were out of 
work were in a starving condition. After 
a thorough investigation the governor 
found that this statement of the condition 
of the people in Pullman and in its vicinity, 
who went out on a strike, was not exag- 
gerated. He also found that there was no 
longer any strike there; that all the old 
men had been applying daily for work for 
the last ten days. All not employed are 
now suffering men and women instead of 
strikers. 

The governor learned in a short time 
that the great strike was off and that star- 
vation was in vogue to a distressing ex- 
tent and*he proposes to relieve the un- 
fortunate people as quickly as possible. 
He said today: 

“I was met by several of the Pullman 
officials, and also by the chairman of the 
strike committee and others. I asked them 
to take me to the homes of those in want. 
I visited a great many houses. I went 
into the kitchens and the bedrooms. There 
is no question about the conditions which 
exist in Pullman among those who are not 
at work. All the strikers have been living 
for the last two and a half months on 
what has been given them by the labor 
organizations and charity. I spent half a 
day among them, and, although I confined 
my visits to Pullman, I extended. my in- 
quiries to Kensington and Roseland, where 
many of the people in distress live. I had 
@ consultation with the Pullman officials 
and I found no difference of opinion as to 
the conditions nor to the extent of the dis- 
tress. The officials agreed that nearly all 
the strikers had to subsist on what had 
been given them by charity and the relief 
associations for the last ten weeks. The 
relief committee finds that its supply is 


exhausted. When the works closed 3.260 
people were on the payrolls. There are 
now 2,200 employed in the shops, but of 
that number over six hundr are new 


men and the remainder are from the orig- 
inal employes. There are 1,600 former em-. 
ployes not at work. Of these 500 or 600 live 
in Pullman and have families. The distress 
is among the families. All have been ap- 
plying daily for work and cannot get it. 

e company tells them it has no work to 
give them, but would give them work if 
possible. The_ relief committee’s supply 
has become so ‘reduced that it was. able to 
give out last Saturday to each family only

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MILLS GLOSE DOWN. 


Cotton Operatives to the Number of 
11,000 Go on Strike. 


A REDUCTION OF WAGES THE CAUSE 


Spinners Catch the Heaviest Part 
of the Cut. 


THE WEAVERS GET OFF LIGHTLY 


Pastors Preach Against the Strike and 
Advise Their Followers to Stick 
at Their W ork. 


New Bedford, Mass., August 20.—This 
morning the cotton operatives inaugurated 
their general strike and nearly 11,000 are 
idle. The machinery of but five of the 
twenty-seven mills in the city will be shut 
down with the others The manufacturers 
have nothing to say, but the notices of re- 
duction against which help rebel are still 
posted. Secretary Ross, of the Spinners’ 
Union, stated this morning that the mem- 
bers of his union have lined up for a long 
struggle, and confidently expect that it will 
be of months’ duration. 

The strike promises to be the most im- 
portant that ever occurred in the textile 
industry in Massachusetts. The manufac- 
turers must fight perfectly organized 
unions, some of which are fairly wealthy. 
Notable in this particular is the Spinners’ 
Union, which has a fund in its treasury 
aggregating at least $30,000. The spinners 
have voted, however, not to touch any of 
this money for a month. 


The situation in New Bedford is quite 
different from that in Fall River. In the 
latter city, print cloths are manufactured 
for the most part, and there is a larger 
stock of goods on hand. Here, however, 
the mills manufacture a finer grade of goods 
and some of them have orders which would 
keep the mills busy for several months. 

A conference yesterday developed a new 
feature, which the operatives say reveals 
the plan of the manufacturers with rela- 
tion to the impending struggte. It had 
hitherto been supposed that inasmuch as 
the Spinners’ Union was much stronger 
than the weavers’ organization, the manu- 
facturers would cater to the spinners in 
the reduction and conciliate them if pos- 
sible. Every mill posted its reduction sched-. 
ule Saturday, and they were compared by 
the labor leaders yesterday. While the 
schedules are dissimilar, it was found that 
the manufacturers had cut down the spin- 
nerg more than 10 per cent in many in- 
stances, while the weavers were not cut at 
all, or very little. This ratio is preserved 
Systematically throughout the mills, and 
the operatives believe that the manufactur- 
ers hope to get the weavers back before 
many weeks. As long as the weavers are 
not backed by a strong treasury, the manu- 
facturers think they will not hold out very 
long, particularly as their wages will not 
be changed and they will only be impeiled 
to stay out through sympathy. 

Weavers Will Weaken First. 


The manufacturers think that by the time 
they are ready to start up, the weavers 
will be ready to come in and that yarn can 
be bought from the other mills until the 
spinners are ready to succumb. But there 
is no trepidation on the part of the opera- 
tives. All are buoyant and confident of 
ultimate success. Some of the mills, no 
doubt, are preparing for a long shut down. 

“The meeting of the manufacturers 
Thursday was an adjourned session,’’ said 
a gentleman who was present, “and was 
not.called because of the action of the spin- 
ners, aS was supposed; in fact, the determi- 
nation of the spinners was but briefly touch- 
ed upon. The meeting was held to decide 
upon some plan of reduction, whereby the 
best paid help in the mills might be reduced 
and those who are classed as small paid 
help either be but slightly cut down, or not 
touched at all. This matter was fully dis- 
cussed and finally it was decided that each 
corporation should regulate its own adjust- 
ment of the cut down, which is from 2% 
to 10 per cent. In a great many instances 
there will be no cut down whatever, it is 
said, while as a rule all of the spinners, 
who are the best paid men in the different 
raills, outside of officials, will be affected by 
the new order of things. That the spinners 
would resent such action was the unani- 
mous opinion of those present, but the plan 
adopted is considered the only one which 
will insure the running of the mills without 
loss, under the present condition of busi- 
ness.”” 

Whether or not the operatives are suc- 
cessful, they will be more contented to re- 
main idle in the summer months than later 
in the season, 

Spinners to Be Assessed. 


Boston, August 20.—The executive commit- 
tee of the National Spinners’ Union met 
yesterday. It was the sentiment of the 
meeting that the action of the New Bed- 
ford spinners in striking was just, as was 
also that of the Fall River spinners in vot- 
ing to accept a reduction and support them. 
It was voted to assess all spinners in the 
country 50 cents a week for three weeks, 
and at the end of that time, if a settlement 
was not reached, to call a convention of 
male spinners in Boston. 

Denounced by the Pastors. 


Fall River, Mass., August 20.—The manu- 
facturing situation today is in a very much 
disturbed condition. Only about one-third 
of the looms in the mills are running, the 
rest of them being idle on account of a 
voluntary vacation taken by the weavers. 
The iron works, American linen, Cornell, 
King Philip, Metacomet, Kerr thread mills, 
Globe yarn and Sanford spinning mills are 
running as fully as they were last week. 
In the other mills, the looms running vary 
from not any to 1,400. There are not any 
manufacturers who care to say that the va- 
cation will end in one, two or four weeks. 

In two or three churches yesterday, the 
leaders of the vacation were denounced 
vigorously. At St. Patrick’s church, where 
Rev. Michael Cook is pastor, the people 
were advised to “remain at work and not 
to be led by would-be labor leaders whose 
slippery tongues raise to dizzy heights. The 
actions of these men have impoverished 
the district and they are little better than 
anarchists.”’ 

Much importance is attached to this cler- 
gyman’s words, from the fact that his 
church is in the center of a thriving center 
of the city, and he is very popular and 
much beloved in a congregation of about 
3,000 people. 

The carders, spinners, loom fixers and 
slasher tenders started to work in all the 
mills as they promised to do at the meeting 
held last week. 

Small Dividends. 

Fall River, Mass., August 20.—The quar- 
terly dividends paid the stockholders in the 
mills in this city did not average quite 14% 
per cent the last three months. Returns 
show a decrease of $40,650 in the last quar- 
ter. Seven corporations have passed divi- 
dends and between seven azd eleven paid 
dividends from surplus accoutits rather 
than from the earnings of the past nine 
months. Many of the mills are taking ad- 
vantage of the easy money market to re- 
new the machinery and motive plants. The 
quoted prices of shares have reached rock

stocks are noted by the brokers. The total 
capital stock represented is $20,918,000, but 
the invested capital is not far from $40,000,- 
000. The per centage of earnings is 1.24. 
Attack on the Workmen. 

Chicago, August 20.—This morning a mob 
of 15 unemployed Italians, Poles and Bo- 
hemians attacked a party of men who were 
on their way to work in the brickyards at 
Pullman. The workmen repulsed their as- 
sailants before the police arrived. Nobody 
was seriously injurred. 

At the Pullman works 300 men were re- 
fused employment. Superintendent Middie- 
ton said: 


“The only chance now for new men is 
for them to take the places of men who 
quit work. We have all the men we shall 
need for some time and we are manning all 
departments with a force sufficiently large 
to do the work we have on hand.” 


A BATTLE IMMINENT. 


Li Hung’s Army and the Japanese Are 
Nearing Each Other. 


London, August 20.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Shanghai says that 
Chinese gunboats and warships are cruis- 
ing the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, with the object 
of preventing the Japanese from landing 
troops in China. The Chinese vessels have 
hiding places in the numerous bays and 
arms of the gulf, whence they are able to 
observe the movements of the enemy with- 
out being seen. A number of Japanese 
war vessels are convoying troops in the 
Yellow sea, but their destination is not 
known. Li Hung Chang’s army, fifty-thou- 
gand strong,.and a large force of Japanese 
troops, are nearing each other and a bat- 
tle is imminent. 

The Jepanese have agreed to refrain 
from molesting Chinese merchant vessels 
not carrying articles contraband of war. 

Admiral Ting, commander of the Chi- 
nese fleet, is desirous of engaging in open 
search for foreign warships in ‘’hinese 
waters, but he is unable to carry vut his 
wishes:as the viceroy’s orders are that 
an engagement with the Japanese scuéd- 
ron must be avoided. 

England Watching the Shipyards. 

London, August 20.—The earl of Kimberly, 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, has 
ordered the customs authorities at Glas- 
gow to seize the warship, Isiam, which is 
being fitted out there for either Chiva uf 
Japan. This order was issued unjer the 
foreign enlistment act, as was also the 
order of last Saturday to seize at New- 
castle, the torpedo catcher built at the 
Elswick works, for China. 

The Globe this afternoon applauis the 
government, for acting with vigor ju pre- 
venting a violation of the enlistment act, 
saying: “It is plain that it does not intend 
to allow anotther Alabama tf be fitted 
out. We were very sore about the Ala- 
bama decision; yet there is no doubt that 
it was, in principle, perfectly right. 

The Globe’s commendation was aes 
by the order to the customs officers at New- 
castle, England, to seize, under the for- 
eign enlistment act, a torpedo catcher 
built at Elswick works for China and de- 
tain it until condemned or releas2d by yro- 
cess of law. 

Mail advices from China rere:ved here 
show that the Chinese governmeiit has 
prohibited the exportation of horses. Horses 
are regarded as contraband of war by 
Japan. Urgent orders have Leen sent from 
the northern to the southern urserals for 
powder and other amunitions. Recruiting 
for the army is progressing actively. China 
has accepted the offer of Lui-Yung-ll, the 
former chief of the Black Fleg3. in Tcn- 
quin, who is now a naval commodore at 
Canton, to reorganize the Black I'legs to 
fight against Japan. 


SENTENCE OF GOODMAN. 


Eighteen Years Is What the Judge 
Gave Him—An Appeal Taken. 
Covington, Va., August 20.—Court met this 
morning purusant to adjournment on Sat- 
urday, and, after considerable delay, Good- 
man was brought in to be sentenced. He 
came alone for the first time during the 
trial. His wife was absent, but she was 
with him in jail until the court sent for 
him. The prisoner was cool and calm. He 
was greeted by his attorneys cordially and 
sat behind them in the bar. Major Crump 
arose and submitted a motion in arrest of 
judgment, which was overruled by the 
court and an exception taken. The clerk 
then directed the prisoner to stand up 
and asked the usual questions as to wheth- 
er he had anything to say why sentence 
should not be pronounced against him. 
The prisoner responded in a low, but a 
distinct and clear voice: “‘No, sir, I have 
nothing to say,” and the judge proceeded 
with the sentence of eighteen years in the 
penitentiary. His counsel mover for a stay 
of execution until October 8th, pending 
an appeal. This was granted by the court 
without argument and the afternoon was 
spent in preparing bilis of exception. A 
number of points have been raised by the 
defense and exceptions taken to the rul- 
ings of the court, bur only ome seems to 
be relied on as a cause for setting aside 
the verdict.

ANCENDIARISM IN BAYONNE, 


Large Manufactories Burned Out—The 
Work of Fiends. 


Bergen Point, N. J. August 20.—The in- 
cendiaries who renewed operations in Bay- 
onne about a month ago, Kindled, just be- 
fore 1 o’clock this morning, a fire that de- 
stroyed about $250,000 worth of property. 
The blaze started in the former gigantic 
plant of the defunct Carr & Hobson (limited) 
Company’s agricultural implement manu- 
factory, extending from the juncture of 
Avenue A and West First street, Bergen 
Point, to the Kill, Von Kull shore, and ter- 
minus of the New Hudson County boule- 
vard. Those who first saw the fire say the 
flames burst out simultaneously in several 
sections of the works.

CANDIDATES FOR COUNCIL ARE BUSY 


The Candidates for Allofthe Places Are 
Multiplying, and Those Who Are Out 
Are Making It Lively.

It's a big, high-rolling wave of politics 
that is now sweeping from ward to ward 
throughout the city. 

On every corner and at every good point 
of convocation the ward politicians, wheth- 
er an office seeker or an office giver as far 
as his vote goes, it is politics and the com- 
ing primary only that ig being talked about. 

Off in back rooms and down in the re- 
cesses of large offices, free from the in- 
trusion of all except those who are wanted, 
meetings and conversations are being held 
day and night. 

Probably no election has attracted more 
attention and has been more interesting in 
years than the one now on. It presents 
many interesting features and some that 
have never been presented before in a city 
election in Atlanta, at least some that 
have not been presénted in many years. 
Not since the dayg of the early seventies 
has there been more interest in electing 
city officers. 

For all of the offices which the members 
of the general council have been filing 
there are now quite a number of candidates 
in the field. The city clerk was always the 
first place the general council ‘illed when 
it came around to election times, and the 
indications are that it will be the first 
office on the ticket when the people pick up 
the ballot to vote next month. The place 
is worth $2,400 for the clerk, $1,500 fur the 
first assistant and $1,300 for the second as- 
sistant, if one is allowed. Four gentlemen, 
all well known and competent, aspire to 
the place and are now making a lively 
race for it. Mr. Charley Rice, who is now, 
and has long been, Mr. Park Woodward's 
assistant, is in the race, with Mr. John 
Wilkinson as hig assistant. Mr. John W. 
Collier is in the race, too, but on his cards 
does not give an assitant. Mr. George 
Forbes, who was in the superior court 
clerk's office for years, is in the race with 
Mr. Joseph Ormond as his assistant. Mr. 
Charley Maddox, now in the postoffice, but 
once connected with the city clerk’s office 
is there, too. : 

The city tax collector’s place, which gives 
two deputies, is being sought for by Mr. 
Bob Collins, the incumbent, who has Messrs. 
Holcomb and Middlebrooks as his assistants. 
Mr. Ed T. Payne, who has never been in 
politics before, makes his bow here and 
asks for the place, while Mr. Jim Banks, 
who has been a city hall devotee for years, 
is in the race with Mr, Charles Roberts as 
his assistant. 

The city marshal’s place is Leing hunted 
for by Mr. Kdward S. McCandiess, who 
now occupies the place, and who was the 
last marsnal elected by the city councii. 
He has for his opponent Mr. John Humph- 
ries, who is uew deputy city marsnal. 
Both are young men and both are weil 
known throughout the city. Mr, Uscar 
Hall, who was deputy clerk under Mr. 
John H, Goldsmith, and whu is Known ali 
over the city, Wants the place, too, and is 
making quite a puil for it. 

Captain D, G. Wylie, who has been 
commissioner of public works for a iong 
time, is in the race. He has always in 
the past been elected by the council, but 
this time he goes before the people. Mr. 
Hugh Angier, who was once city engineer 
of Atlanta, is fignting for the place, tov, 
while Mr. Dick Clark, one of the young 
men of the city who has been with tne 
Venables for years in the construction ol 
the streets, is after the place. 

Mr. Joseph T. Orme, who is with the 
Lowry bank, has been city treasurer for 
the past two years. His last election was 
by the council, but this time he is before 
the people asking them to give him what 
the council gave him two years ago.. Mr. 
W. T. Wall, now with the Capital City 
bank, was treasurer once betore and 1s 
in the race against Mr. Orme. Both gen- 
tlemen have served the city well in that 
position and both are after it again. 

Captain Bob Clayton, the present city 
engineer, is now in the northwest attending 
a convention, but his friends are working 
for his re-election. He has for his oppo- 
nent Mr. Henry T. McDaniel, who was 
once assistant city engineer. 

Judge Anderson, the present city attor- 
ney, with Mr. Fulton Colville as his as- 
sistent, will, in all probability, have no 
cpposition. 

Messrs. Tom Clayton, Charles D’Alvigny, 
W. H. Beatie and W. A. Bonnell are the 
candidates for sexton. 

So far Mr. J. H. Goldsmith has no oppo- 
sition for city comptroller. 

Before the week’ is out it will oe tound 
that all of the wards will have wara 
meetings, as The Constitution stated last 
week, and that at these meetings candi- 
dates will be brought out by the voters 
present and will be supported by them 
at the polls, Both the second and the 
third wards will act this week and the 
present indications are that there will be 
calls for meetings in the other wards with- 
in the next few days. It is even possible 
that every ward in the city will have acted 
before the end of the week comes. 

And the action of the wards may develop 
a ticket from top to bottom which may be 
classed as an open and direct opposition 
to the ticket suggested by the recent meet- 
ing at the city hall. That there is a con- 
certed opposition to that ticket there is no 
doubt, but just who the gentlemen are 
who are manipulating that opposition 1s 
not so apparent. However, there are gen- 
tlemen on that ticket who will meet with 
the approbation of some of the ward meet- 
ings, if not with the direct endorsement of 
all of them, 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Charles 
A. Northen, who is running for alderman 
on the north side, will not have any oppo- 
sition, and that he will be endorsed py 
all of the meetings. How it will be on 
the south side, where Mr. Joe Hirsch, 
Colonel L. P. Thomas and Mr. O. Reneau 
are contesting, is not known. All three 
of the gentlemen are well qualified for 
the place and either one would make a 
good alderman. The friends of ali are 
pushing the race for all that there is 
a tt...

awaiting room in the asylum to be removed 
to more comfortable quarters, 

The members of the bord present were: 
Mr. G. A, Cabaniss, of Atlanta, president; 
Dr. T, O. Powell, superintendent of the asy- 
lum; Dr. Eugene Foster, of Augusta, and 
Dr. R. T. Nisbett, of Eatonton. 

The largest of the buildings is the one 
of the whites, which will accommodate 500 
inmates, while the buildings for the colored 
people will accommodate 270. 

“Il am very thankful that we have made 
as much headway as we have,” said Dr. 
Powell last night. ‘It will, of course, be 
fully a year before the buildings are com- 
pleted, but the work will be pushed right 
along. We shave now in the asylum no less 
than 1,700 inmates. So crowded are we, that 
in one of the buildings 100 patients are ob- 
liged to sleep in the hallway. 

‘The new buildings will be erected at a 
cost of less than $150 a room complete. By 
complete, [ mean including the furnishings. 
At present, I think we have at least 26 
applicants, so you can readily see the need 
of the buildings. It is only by the most 
constant care and the mos! perfect of sani» 
tary systems possible that sickness is kept 
out of the asylum. In fact, the over- 
crowded condition is in itself nearly enough 
to warrant maladies of various kinds, I am 
thankful that matters are about to be ar- 
ranged differenttly.’’ 


MUST BE SOLD. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida Has 
to Go Under the Block. 

Macon, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—Some 
time ago the Mercantile Trust Company, of 
Baltimore, representing bondhold-rs of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, pe- 
titioned in Bipp superior court for the sale 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
road. The case was hotly cont-sted on, both 
sides. The Macon Construction Company, 
which built the road and which held large 
claims against it, opposed the sale, together 
with the Georgia Southern railroad, After 
s.veral hearings before the court the court 
decided that the road should be sold. The 
Macon Construction Company appealed to 
the supreme court and endeavored to stop 
the sale, The supnsme court has now con- 
firmed the decision of the ‘lower court. 

The exact date of sale is not known, The 
road is well worth $5,000,000, and will, no 
doubt, bring that sum. It is an impor- 
tant link in the great chain of railways 
n.aching from Florida to the north, and 
when the road is put on the block there will 
doubtless be lively competition. In the pres- 
ent railway changes now going on in the 
south, the Georgia South2rn will doubtless 
play an important part, The road under the 
Management of Receiver Sparks, has been 
very prosperous and monthly increasing in 
value. The road is worth far more than its 
liabilities, and if sold for its value, its 
debts will be paid and even the stock of 
the Macon Construction Company will be 
worth considerable. It is possible that the 
sale of the road will not take place in a 
year but this is only gu:ss work. The Ma- 
con Construction Company is largely in- 
terested in the price the Georgia Southern 
will bring. The bonded ind-btedness of the 
road is something more than $3,000,000. The 
floating debt is not large. After the bonds 
and floating debts are paid, the Macon Con- 
struction Company will, doubtless, be able 
to realiz» a handsome sum. If the road is 
not sacrificed all interests will be protected. 

The decision of the supreme court has 
been awaited with considerable curiosity 
and interest in Macon. The Georgia South- 
ern is now an jstablished, paying enterprise, 
and when sold it is to be hoped that it will 
fall into the hands of people sufficiently able 
to properly manage it. It has 
dom> much toward the upbuild- 
ing of Macon and the country through which 
it passes. The leading attorneys on be- 
half of the Mercantile company are Secre- 
tary of the Interior Hoke Smith, of Wash- 
ington; Washington Dessau, of Macon, and 
other prominent attorneys of Macon and 
other cities. Leading counsel of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida and the Macon 
Construction Company are Gustin, Guerry 
& Hall, Anderson & Anderson and other 
attorneys of Macon and elsewhere. At the 
time the proceedings were instituted fo: 
the sale of the Georgia Southern roa 
steps were also taken to remove Receiveg 
Sparks, but this was finally abandoned as 
no cause could be shown for his removag 
his management having in every way re- 
sulted to the benetit and interest of the 
railroad company. He is at present the 
receiver and will continue so until the road 
is sold, and it is not improbable that he 
may be made president of the road after 
the sale,

He lives at home in the strict 
sense of the term, raising everything that 
a well-conducted establishment should pro- 
duce. He is one of the noblest men in 
Georgia, and it is a treat to a man whoa 
Knows anything about farming to go over his 
plantation and see the progressive manner 
in which he goes at his business.” 

“Crops generally,”’ said Dr. Nelms, “are 


‘in splendid condition throughout north Geor- 


gia. Indeed, I have never seen them look- 
ing better. We have had just enough rain, 
and if the farmers had had the making 
of the weather they could not have made it 
more satisfactory. There will be a large 
cotton crop, and I regret very much to see 
that the outlook is not very good for high 
prices. Between the big crop and the gold 
standard the farmers have not much to 
look for in the way of high prices, but 
they will, at least, have the consolation 
of having enough to live on, With plenty 
of corn and all other crops in proportion, 
they will not suffer for the next year, and 
will be better enabled to live comfortably 
on what they raise than for many years. 
If cotton would only sell this fall at from 
8 to 9 cents a pound, as it would if it were 
not for the gold standard holding it down, 
our farmers would be the most prosperous 
people in the country. But with cotton 
gelling at from 6 to 7 cents a pound as a 
result of the financial policy of contraction, 
they must content themselves with having 
enough to live on at home, and do without 
the comforts and luxuries that 8 or 9 cent 
cotten would give them.” 

Dr. Nelms, as a result of his month's rec- 
reation, which he gave to fishing and hunt- 
ing, looks better than he has looked since 
he has lived in Atlanta, and returns to his 
work in the enjoyment of complete restora 


tion to health.

SOME TROUBLE IN COLLECTING IT 


Augusta Democrats Preparing for « Rally. 
Heavy Weights Are to Be In- 
vited to Speak. 


Augusta, Gia., Augusta 20.—(Special.)— 
Captain W. K. Bachman is special referee, 
appointed by Judge Cimonton, to take tes- 
timony and bear the argument in the case 
of J. H. Boukwright, of Kdgetield, against 
the Southern Railway Company. Mr. 
Boukwright claims that the Southern Fail- 
way Company is liable for a claim of 9$10,- 
000, for damages which he recovered agairst 
the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta kail- 
road Company, when it was undcr the 
management of the Richnond ani Dan- 
vile. Mr. Boukwnmght had one of his feet 
cut off in Augusta in November, :™], by 
one of the trains of the Charlotte, (co1umbia 
and Augusta Railway Company. He sued 
the company for $25,000 damages, Was 
awarded $13,000, which Judge Witherspoon 
refused to allow and ordered a anew trial 
unless the plaintiff would remit all above 
$10,000. This the vlaintiff agreed te do, and 
the supreme court, in a decision filed July 
3d, sustained the ruling of Judge Wither- 
spoon and the verdict for $10,000. Under 
notice mentioned above, Mr. ‘oukwright 
claims this amount to be due him fivin the 
Southern Railway Company, as purchasers 
of the Charlotte, Columbia ani Aupusta 
railroad, alleging that his claim is . prior 
lien on the road to the julgmert under 
which the road was sold to the Scuthera 
Railway Company.

“The more the merrier!” But, as a 
matter of fact, the exposition to be held 
at Baltimore will in no way interfere 
with our Georgia exposition. The big 
show which our Maryland friends are 
getting up will net open its gates to the 
country until 1897—two years from the 
date of our own. . Hence, there will be 
no clashing of interests. 

It is fortunate that Baltimore has un- 
dertaken this affair. The Atlanta expo- 
sition will help it wonderfully, by 
awakening a livelier interest in that 
very trade “with southern couhtries 
south of us,” which will flow into Balti- 
more and largely increase its business. 

Then, agzin, ¢he splendid showing 
which will be made by the south at our 
exposition will benefit in a thousand 
ways the one to be held in Baltimore. 
And by a succession of these great fairs, 
the south will continue to shine in the 
most favorable light before the world. 

While .our exposition will cover the 
ground fully; while nothing , will be 
lacking to make it complete in every 
way; while it will be the greatest ef- 
fort the south has ever put forth in that 
line, our Baltimore’ brethren can Keep 
the good work going, and Atlanta and 
the south will contribute to make their 
show a success.

The Tennessee Judgeship. 
It now seems probable that the nom- 
ination of ex-Governor Porter as United 
States judge for the Chattanooga cir- 


‘cuit will not be confirmed. Ex-Governor 


Porter lives in the western part of the 
State and is well advanced in years. 
It has been the policy of the judiciary 
committee of the senate not to confirm 
judicial appointments where. the ap- 
pointees are over sixty-five years of age, 
and that appointees, whether judicial 
or otherwise, should come from the dis- 
trict in which they are to do service. 
Ex-Governor Porter is more than sixty- 
five years of age, and lives outside of 
the district in which be is appointed to 
serve and has not been an active prac- 
titioner for years. The defeat of his 
confirmation seems to be inevitable. 
A strong movement is under way to 
have the president appoint Judge C. D. 
Clark, of Chattanooga, to the circuit 
judgeship. The appointment would be 
an excellent one, Judge Clark is one 
of the most prominent attorneys of 
Tennessee, and his high standing, to- 
gether with his judicial training and 
his popularity, not only among lawyers 
but with the laymen of the circuit, 
would cause the appointment to be re- 
ceived with general satisfaction. 


The Cordage Trust and the Farmers. 

Some prominent planters who have 
taken note of the circulars sent out to 
cotton buyers by the New England spin- 


‘ners have written to The Constitution 


inquiring whether the northern spinners 
have not joined the cordage trust com- 
bination with the intention of squeez- 
ing the cotton planters. 

We cannot answer that inquiry. The 
ways of the trusts and combines are 
dark and mysterious. We would not 
undertake to charge that the northern 
spinners are temporary partners in the 
scheme to corner the jute bagging mar- 

et; but, as our readers know, the trusts 
have been powerful enough to modify 
legislation, and it is not at all impossi- 
ble or even improbable that the cordage 
trust has interested some of the lead- 
ing cotton spinners in the raid they are 
preparing to make on the cotton grow- 
ers, 

The senate tariff bill puts both bag- 
ging and cotton ties on the free list, but 
the cordage trust may be able to corner 
the bagging market for the present sea- 
son. They can only do this by enlisting 
the support of the leading spinners, and 
the circular recently sent out is pretty 
strong evidence that a combination has 
been made. : | 

That circular, as our readers know, is 
unprecedented. For years the farm- 
ers of the south have been marketing 
their cotton in the most reckless and 
haphazard fashion. They have lost 
millions and millions of dollars in waste 
cotton. They have baled the staple with 
the flimsiest and rottenest stuff that the 
bagging mills could supply, and have 
used even that stuff economically, so 
that every wind that blows is free to 
carry off some of their profits. 

In spite of this gross carelessness there 
has never been any complaint from the 
spinners until this year, and now their 
complaint takes the shape of a dictato- 
rial protest which is, in effect, a pro- 
test that the farmeré have become too 
careful in covering their cotton—that 
they are putting on the bales too much 
cloth. That is the character of the pro- 
test and it is a fraud on the face of it. 
We do not believe that there is a single 
instance on record where a cotton grow- 
er has been too careful in covering his 
cotton for market, or where he has been 
lavish enough to put on enough bagging 
to justify the tare exacted from him by 
the cotton spinners of the world. 

As we believe it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the farmers should under- 
stund this “tare” business, we again 
call their attention to the fact that when 
their cotton is carried to market, th? 
buyer exacts a 6 per cent rebate in the 


rd/in the recent. 
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sap- | the bale ‘weighs 500 pounds the farm- 
; net. If 


er gets pay for only 470 pounds 
the weight is 480 pounds—which is the 
average—the farmer receives pay for 
about 451 pounds. The bayer exacts this 
rebate in order to meet the exaction of 
the cotton buyers’ association of Liver- 
pool, which imposes a 6 per cent rebate 
on the gross weight in order that con- 
sumers will not have to pay for the bag- 
ging and ties employed in preparing the 
cotton crop for market. 

This rebate, or exaction, flourishes 
under the name of “tare,” and, as we 
have seen, cuts a pretty large figure in 
the net returns of the cotton crop. The 
farmers, apparently, have never under- 
stood the workings of “tare.” They 
have only known in a vague way that 
they have been called on to pay some 
invisible fiddler, and that the demand 
is made in the name of tare. ‘n spite 
of the exaction, the great majority of 
have assumed that the more 
economical they were in the matter of 
bagging and ties the more money they 
saved. This is true beyond a certain 
point, but the farmer who fails to put 
on his cotton, in the shape of bagging 
and ties, twentv-nine or thirty pounds 
over and above the net welght of the 
staple in the bale is losing money. The 
deduction is made by the buyer in any 
event, and it is counted in pounds of 
cotton, so that on a bale weighing 500 
pounds, marketed at 7 cents a pound 
the farmer loses $2.10 in order that the 
cost of bagsing and tles shall fall ex- 
clusively on his shoulders, 

There are two important facts to be 
considered here. The first is that the 
farmer is eompelled to pay for thirty 
pounds of bagging and ties on each 
bale, no matter how far the wrappings 
may fall short of that weight. This is 
very important for the farmers to know. 
The second fact is that the spinners 
have no right to say to the farm- 
ers that they shall use jute bagging and 
no other kind of cloth in covering their 
cotton. It would be more profitable to 
the farmers if they covered the cotton 
crop with the product of the staple it- 
self. It would give a more extended 
market for the crop, and the farmers 
would enjoy some of the profits thereof. 
Meanwhile it would be well for the 
cotton growers to keep their eyes on the 
cordage trust. 


, 
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The “Silver Bonus.” 
The Springfield Republican quotes the 
following remarks of Thomas Hanbury, 
an old china merchant, recently deliv- 
ered before a meeting of the Cobden 
Club in London: 

What the farmer growing wheat, and 
the manufacturer making yarn, cloth, or 
iron, comprehend only too well is, that 
for the past twenty years the fall of orice 
has been almost continuods in the articles 
they produce, and that there is no frally 
such as they were accustomed to before 
that time. Seeing their capital dwindling 
anc their toil scarcely remunerated at all, 
they ask, “Is this state of things due to 
fair competition?” and they are told, as 
we have been told this afternoon, that it 
is mainly due to the cheapening of transit 
and the perfaction of mechanical appli- 
ances rendering production easier. Now a 
set of figures. just printed, covering the 
past twenty years, show more conclusively 
than anything I have yet seen how falla- 
cious and misleading is such an answer, 
for, taking ~ine commodities of the largest 
consumption, and measuring their vaiue 
as against silver and gold, we find that 
on the average 46 per cent of the fall is 
due to the appreciation of gold, and only 
9 per cent to economic causes. ‘This amply 
confirms what I recently observed in a 


| journey to those’ great centers of com- 


merce in China, Japan, the Straits and Cey- 
lon, where silver alone is used. ‘raking 
Shanghai as a type of those ports, and 
the one I Know best, having formerly re- 
sided there, I found that prices of ali the 
chief necessaries of life were about tne 
same as when I left in 1871, whereas gold 
in twenty-two years had just doubled in 
value. 

With this as its text, The Republican 
makes thesé comments: 

Mr. Hanbury agrees with President An- 
drews, then, in attributing the present 
financial depression to a scarcity of gold, 
and to the demonetization of silver; and 
he enforced his opinion by illustrating the 
effect of the fall of silver in giving to 
the Indian planter a bonus practically on 
his crops for export (the purchasing power 
of the rupee remaining unchanged while 
the gold command over the rupee had great- 
ly increased), and in thus protecting the 
Indian subject at the expense of the 
queen’s farmer subjects at home. lit would 
seem to be the case that the fall in the 
price of silver has increased the power of 
the native Indian or the Japanese to com- 
pete with the English manufacturer tor 
the control of the oriental market; and, 
to that extent it is bettering the condition 
of the native. How long that state of 
things would last, who can tell? It is 
one secret of the prosperity of the Japa- 
nese, at present, and it is increasing the 
native manufactures of India. 

ine pots mude by ‘tne Republican 
would be neater and more suggestive 
if. the editor had taken the bull by the 
horns and applied the facts stated by 
Mr. Hanbury to the American farmers 
and the American manufacturers. The 
rise in the value of gold—called “the 
fall in silver’—has struck our own 
farmers a much severer blow than the 
English farmers have felt. India com- 
petes with our farmers in raising both 
cotton and wheat, with the result that 
American farmers are compelled to ac- 
cept silver prices for these crops. The 
result of the silver bonus, moreover, has 
been to build up the wheat growing in- 
dustry in Argentina. A few years ago 
that country exported no wheat at all. 
Today it threatens to drive American 
wheat growers out of the European 
markets, 

If The Republican has any tears to 
shed over the results of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, it should shed them in 
the name and behalf of American in- 


terests. 
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The Supreme Court Increase, 

We regret to learn that there is some 
opposition to the constitutional amend- 
ment creating two additional justices for 
our supreme court. It is admitted by 
every intelligent man who has investi- 
gated the subject that the increase of 
the court is an absolute necessity. It is 
admitted that three judges cannot do 
the work that is now thrown upon them, 
on account of the great increase of liti- 
gation. The court now has more than 
five times the amount of work that it 
had before the war. There are forty 
trial courts now, where there were only 
eleven before, yet we have. the same 
number of judges to decide the cases 
coming up from these forty courts. It 
seems to us that the increase is a

necessity, not so much for the beneut 
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the benefit of the people. No _

judges in the world can decide the vast ' 


number of cases per year which our 
court is compelled to decide each year 
and decide them correctly. Other ap- 
pellate courts can take their time in 
deciding cases, but under our constitu- 
tion our supreme court is compelted 
to decide every case at the term at 
which it is brought, unless continued 
for providential cause. A man’s life, 
his liberty, every dollar he has in the 
world may be involved, but the court 
must decide his case in a hurry. If it 
is decided wrong in the hurry, it is final; 
there is no appeal and no rehearing. 

These facts being admitted by every 
one to be true, it surprises us to learn 
that there is opposition to the increase 
of the court. af 


The farmers will bear in mind that the 
senate tariff bill takes the custom house 
tax off of both bagging and ties.

Mr. Hines, who is the third 
party candidate for governor, is a politi- 
cal disciple of Mrs. Lease, and in his anxi- 
ety for votes made a speech in Atlanta 
a few days since in which he endcavored 
to persuade the Fulton county democrats 
that they should desert democratic princi- 
pler and embrace the visionary schemes 
of Lease, Watson, Hines, Simpson, et al., 
for the reason, as he ably argued, that 
Mr. Atkinson had abused Atlanta during 
the campsign for the nomination. If his 
ellegation was true his proposition would 
be an insult to the people of Atlanta, who 
are democrats from principle, and who 
have too much conscience to change t*cir 
principles because they cannot in every 
iz stance select the standard-bearer of the 
party. But the statement is not true. 
Let the speeches made by Mr. Atkinson 
during the campaign speak for themselves. 
He always praised Atlanta, but struck back 
at those men who were opposing him. 

It is not to be expected that any man 
can lead a campaign like that through 
which we have just passed and not be 
misunderstood and misrepresented. 

Here. is what Mr. Atkinson said in his 
speech at Fairburn, /delivered early in 
February and stenographicaliy reported 
by Mr. H. H. Revill, the official stenogra- 
pher of the Coweta circuit: 

‘In the making of a nomination for gov- 
ernor locality is one question to be con- 
sidered, but that of greatest importunce 
is the question of personal fitness. ‘i‘ne 
question of locality, everything being equal, 
should also be considered. I have no war 
to make upon any county of our state, but 
I ask that every community in Georgia 
be treated with equal consideration. I have 
no animosity toward Atlanta. I am proud 
of Atlanta’s achievements; I am proud of 
her commercial greatness and look forward 
with pride to her future growth and power. 
I maintain, however, that no locality should 
be favored with all the public instituitons 
and all the public officers unless it have a 
monopoly of advantages and of brain. 
Other things being equal, the important 
positions in the gift of the party should 
be fairly distributed and not confined to 
one locality. I appeal to my friends in 
Atlanta to Know if this is not a fair and 
correct proposition? I ask if this is not 
right? I shall not condemn her, however, 
for receiving all honors, and accepting a 
large number of public institutions if the 
balance of the state is willing to shower 
them upon her.” 

At Griffin, in the joint debate on March 
2ist, his speech was reported by Mr. Mo- 
Cord, of Atlanta, who was ' engaged by 
General Evans to report his and Mr. At- 
kinson’s speeches. According to the report 
of the stenographer, Mr. Atkinson said: 

“I have said, and I repeat it here, 1 
have many warm and loyal friends in At- 
lanta. The Atlanta people are a progres- 
sive, encrgetic, thrifty and noble population 
and I make no war upon them, I am proud 
of them and want to be governor that 1 
may be in touch with their thrift and 
enterprise, and that I may help to further 
the growth and progress of their enter- 
prise, and give encouragement to them by 
opening their expositition in the ful or 

. I have said further, that it is bad 
policy for the democratic party to put all 
of its officers in one community; that the 
boys in the country who whip our fights, 
who work night and day for the success 
of our party, are entitled to some consid- 
eration. I want it distinctly understood, 
however, that I do not blame Atlanta for 
taking everything that the people give her, 
if we know no better than to give her 
everything. If you don’t know any Detter 
than to give everything to Coweta, just 
send it on; we will take it. I plead for 
equal rights. I have the right to plead 
for equal treatment to every community in 
Georgia, without being charged with mak- 
ing war upon any community. Let us con- 
duct this can paign in a spirit of fairness. 
Let us conduct this campaign upon that 
plane which will enable us, When tne 
nomination has been made, to come to- 
gether as a united party and to rally every 
community and every democratic voter in 
support of the ticket.’ 

In his e#peech delivered in McDonough, 
Herry county, in April, which was ste- 
negraphically reported by Mr. Peary, OF 
Atlanta, Mr. Atkinson said: 

“IT haven't an unkind word to say about 
Atlanta. They sre good pie. Lb have 
lot of friends there. I am proud of the 
thrift and enterprise of our capital city, 
and I want to see her coming exposition a 
great exposion—an honor to Georgia, and 
an honor to the south. I am not going to 
tay an unkind word about Atlanta people, 
because I expect them to be my neignbors 
next year, and I don’t want to make war 
on my neighbors. (Applause.) But while lL 
do not make war on the Atlanta people, 

do ask that they don’t make war on 
me. I have said that Atlanta is entitica 
to as much consideration as any other 
ccmmunity in Georgia. I have said that 


Atlanta politicians were fighting me bDe- | 


cause they couldn’t boss me, and when 1 
gay this, they say I am fighting the At- 
lanta ring.”’ 


Mr. Atkinson did not strike tne city ofr. 


Atlanta, but ft is true that he did strike 
hard those who were making war on him, 
whether they lived in Atlanta or eise- 
where.

“Whereas, On July 22, 1894, a commemora- 
tive service of the thirtieth anniversary of 
the battle of Atlanta was held at Grant 
Park in which wearers of the blue and the 
gray participated, and only words of com- 
mendation were spoken by the men of both 
armies and a feeling engendered of loving 
@& nation back into peace; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association of Fulton county appoint a 
committee of seven, with General C. A. 
Evans as chairman, to meet a like commit- 
tee from the O. M! Mithcel post, Grand 
Army of the Republic, which they are by 
this motion requested to appoint, to take 
into consideration the erection of a monu- 
ment in memory of the fallen heroes of the 
battle of Atlanta, to be participated in by 
the men of both armies and to be by them 
jointly erected.” 

When the resolutions had been read Cap- 
tain Forbes asked their adoption, and spoke 
of the bravery of the men who fell in battle 
fighting for the cause they loved. He was 
followed by Judge Robert L. Rodgers, who 
also favored them, and then Dr. Amos Fox 
said he could not approve of them. He did 
not think the confederate veterans were 
called upon to make such a demonstration. 

Captain John Milledge said he was in 
favor of the resolutions and thought the 
monument would be an evidénce of the 
peace and good will that prevailed in the 
south. 

Captain A. T. Walker, of Montgomery, 
who was an aid to General Longstreet, was 
the warmest advocate of the resolutions. 
He began by saying Atlanta was the big- 
best town of its size he had ever seen and 
had more people in it. He then said the 
monument would be built because Atlanta 
would take the matter in hand and Atlanta 
never failed. It was not because Atlanta 
was lucky, he said, but because of the peo- 
ple that made it that there was never a 
failure here. 

It was never too soon, he said, to bring 
about a friendly feeling, and now was the 
time for the south to come forward and ask 
the north to join with it in building a stonu- 
ment on which should stand the figures of 
General Walker, who died for the south, 
and General McPherson, who fell on the 
same day fighting for the other side. 

Remember the Dead. 


As Captain Walker closed his speech a 
man, whose hair showed the effects of time, 
and who was a stranger to a majority of 
the veterans, said he wished to say sortne- 
thing for the confederate dead. 

A Monument of Peace. 


“Make it a monument of peace,” said 
Mr. W. A. Johnson, ‘‘and I am for it, for 
that binds only the living and takes nothing 
from the dead.”’ 

Major James M. Couper said he was not 
in favor of a monument to the blue and 
the gray, but for one to the living and 
dead. 

The south was prosperous, he said, be- 
cause the confederate veterans had gone 
from the battlefield to rebuild their for- 
tunes. It was to the living confederates 
that the prosperity of the south was due 
and it was the memory of the dead ones 
that should be sacred, Erect then, he said, 
a monument to these two classes of men. 

The Resolution Tabled. 


Mr. L. W. Mizell, who delivered the an- 
nual address to the Seventh Georgia regi- 
ment at Powder Springs on July 2lst, made 
a motion to lay the resolution on the 
table. 

Captain Forbes then asked for a with- 
drawal of the motion to allow him a few 
words of explanation. The motion wag not 
withdrawn and when put to a vote was 
carried. 

Captain Forbes then arose to a question of 
personal privilege. sie said he had intro- 
duced the resolutions through a feeling of 
good will and had no apologies to make 
either to a union man for fighting as he 
did or to a confederate for introducing 
them. 

Peace Reigns Supreme. 

General Evans, who was chairman, said 
in closing the meeting: 

‘‘We have had a pleasant discussion of the 
matter, and I am glad that there has been 
nothing but the most perfect harmony. 
Captain Forbes was as true as steel at the 
time when true men were needed and we 
all know he is just as true now. The ccen- 
federate veteran is true to his feelings 
and is also true to the flag of his coun- 
try. We have no truer men here than 
those of the grand army, yet they are 
no truer than the confederate. 

“We recognize them as true soldiers and 
they recognize us as the same. No mon- 
ument is necessary to show our devotion to 
the union, yet our love for the confeder- 
ate dead is unshaken and will remain in 
the heart of the living until he reaches 
the last and steps into his grave like a 
confederate soldier. 

“If we cannot be accepted today we can- 
not tomorrow.”’ 

General Evans then closed the meeting 
with a benediction. 


STILL BETTER EQUIPPED. 


A New Engine Has Been Added to 
Atianta’s Fire Department. 


A handsome new engine for Atlanta's 
splendid fire department arrived here yes- 
terday and was taken to headquarters, 
where it will be stationed.

OFFICERS, ARE NOW HUNTING A SITE 


Wili Be a Full Day’s March from the 
Post, and Large Enough for an 
Encampment, 
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Council Did. 


Soldiers at Fort McPherson, who have 
been leading a quiet and almost monoto- 
nous life for some time since their coming 
to the post, will soun have an opportunity 
to stretch themselves and even if it does 
not fully meet their approval, walk twenty- 
five or thirty miles over the red hills of 
Georgia. 

The war department at Washington does 
not intend that the men at the fort shall 
become stiff for want of exercise or that 
they shall be second in marksmanship to 
the men at any other post. 

Several days ago word came from head- 
quarters to the commander of the post here 
that a rifle range was in contemplation and 
orders were given to look about for a loca- 
tion. 

The wat department did not want the 
rifle range located near the post, but stipu- 
lated that it should be a day’s march from 
it. It was not only to be a day’s march, 
but a long one, so that if the department 
saw fit another could be established on 
half way ground. 

Soon after these o-ders came the officers 
at the post decided favorably -ipon a loca- 
tion about thirty miles from Atlanta, and 
a few days ago reported to headquarters. 

The necessary papers aescribing the prop- 
erty were also sent and now the action 
of the secretary of war is being waited 
for. If- his decision is favorable the land 
will be purchased and the range built at 
once. 

The officers at ‘the post, twho have the 
matter in crarge, have guarded the in- 
struction of the department closely and 
have tried to keep the matter secret until 
the deal was complete. 

Lieutenant Pratt, who has had considera- 
ble of the negotiations in charge, said yes- 
terday: 

“The affair is not exactly ready yet for 
the public and I am surprised that any one 
outside of the officers and those directly 
interested should know anything about it. 
Until I hear from Washington I can say 
nothing about the matter.” 

While the officers do not care io give in- 
formation aow it is a certainty that the 
range will be built if the land can be had 
at reasOnable figures. 

An age... of the war department is ex- 
pected to come to Atlanta in a few days 
and personally inspect the grounds and be- 
come acquainted with all the details of the 
arrangements made up to date.

time of the executtion of the instrument. 
This being so, a corporation de facto can 
do the lke. 

3. A loan of $850 for the term of f«rty 
years is not rendered usurious by the 
lender taking from the borrower his bond 
for $1,000, bearing interest on that Principal] 
at the rate of 6 per page annum, pay- 
able semi-annually, although the bond 
contained a stipulation that after ninety 
days default upon any one of the install- 
ments of interest, the whole of the princi- 
pal should then become due and payable;

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The Fate of a Patrolman Who Fell 
Asleep While on Duty, 


LYLE SUSPENDED FOR THIRTY DAYS 


His Charges Against the Detectives Thor- 
oughly Investigated by the Board of 
Police Commissioners. 


Three patrolmen were at the mercy of the 
board of police commissioners ycsterday af- 
ternoon.

It is the rule that patrol- 
men shali rcoport to the department from 
their beats every hour, For three hours on 
August llth no report was received Irom 
Dorian, and when the squad from the night 
Watch was marched off duty by Serg-ant 
Ozburn, it was found that he was missing. 

Captain Thompson, who was in command, 
became alarmea and iook out several men 
with him to Dorian’s beat. lt was thought 
that he had been foully delat with, and a 
vigilant search was made, Captain Thomp- 
son sound2d his gong for some time, hop- 
ing to get an answer from the missing pa- 
trolman wf he was in that neighbornood. 
No response came, and the men were pre- 
paring to return home, when, as: they were 
passing a vacant house, Patrolman Dorian 
waiked out. 

“He was rubbing his eyes and seemed 
dazed,”’ said Captain Thomson, before the 
commissioners, ‘and th-re was an appear- 
ance of excitement inthis manner. 1 asked 
where he had been and he said that he was 
suddenly taken sick whil2 on duty and went 
into the vacant house to lie down. While 
in that condition, he said that he became so 
faint that he could not move. I asked him 
if he heard the gong which we had sounded 
near the house and he replied that he had 
not heard it. Those were all the circum- 
stances in the case. 1 was much relieved 
to tind that he had not been murdered.” 

Sergeant Ozburn gave about the same ac- 
count of the affair. 

In defense Patrolman Dorian said that 
suddenly h,» was taken violently ill, and felt 
as if he would faint. A vacant house was 
near, and he took refuge there. Once there 
he fell into a kind of stupor and was unable 
to arise. 

In substantiation of this th: patrolman 
introduced his physician, who testified that. 
Dorian had complained to him before going 
on duty. lt was fully shown before the com- 
mission that he was absent from his beat 
three hours, but the members of the board 
thought that it was wiliful neglect of duty 
and ordered his discharge. 

The Detectives Exonerated. 

In the sentence of thirty days’ suspen- 
sion imposed upon Patrolman Lyle, Detec- 
tives Cason and Looney were exonerated of 
the charge made to the chief of police 
against tnem. in this charg. the patroiman 
had said that the detectives had been vis- 
iting certain married women. near his 
house. The detectivi-s ordered an investiga- 
tion and preferr.d a counter-charge against 
Lyle for conduct unbecoming an officer in 
that he circulated certain fals> and slan- 
derous rumors. 

The case had attracted much attention 
and the rooms of the commission were fill- 
ed’ with witnesses, who were duly sworn in, 
If the crowd expected sensational evidence 
it was disappointed. Upon examination of 
the witnesses of the patrolman it was soon 
found that the charge of immoral conduct 
which he had preferred could not be sub- 
stantiated. 

Several witness°s were introduced who 
had seen the detectives visit the place. 

“We do not deny that,” explained Detec- 
tive Cason, rising from his chair.’’ Both of 
us visited the houses and we will go there 
again, no doubt. I hold here in my hand a 
warrant for Lowe, who is the husband of 
on. of the women we visited. He has been 
wanted, as you can see from this warrant, 
for a good while, and it was with a view 
of getting some information concerning his 
whereabouts that we went to the house.”’ 

The cas}} was handled speedily as none 
of the evidence introduced by the patrolman 
showed that the visits were madé for such 
purposes as the patrolman claimed. 

It was specified im the charge that Lyle 
had circulated these rumors and should be 
held responsible. Evidence was weak on the 
point of circulation, thowever. In secret 
fiossion the commissioners decided to sus- 
pend the patrolman for thirty days. 

In the case of Patrolman Aldermon a com- 
munication was read from C. M. Nix, who 
entered the charges,asking that they be dis- 
missed. He had sworn to them, however, 
and the commissioners decided that it 
would be best to go into an investigation. 
Witnesses were missing and the case was
